Jacob Greening, Mr Greening aud his 
wife, who are fatally hurt, and their 14- 
year-old daughter, Grace, who is seri­ 
ously injured, are all that survive. 
< >f a family of six named Anderson, 
two children, Ida aud Clara, aged 7 and 
8, were killed. 
A daughter, Alberts 
and a son, Theodore, aged IO and 19, 
were seriously injured. 
The family of Jaoob Berg and a man 
named Maas were injured when theit 
homes were demolished, but not 
iously. 
Mrs. Anderson said: "When I saw 
the storm coming I grabbed the young 
•st child and took the two others with 
me. 
The storm took the child right in 
to the air and that was the last of it. 
I hurried to my children, but the storm 
took two of them away from me and 
killed them. 
I lay down and held my 
baby. 
The wind also took it away from 
me. 
A timber struck me and broke my 
shoulder. After the storm all my clothe* 
and shoes and stockings were gone.” 
All communication with the outsids 
world is out off and it is impossible to 
learn what other damage the storm did. 
Mrs. Greening the mother of the fain- 
By, is expected to live but a short time. 
Her shoulder is broken and she is hurl 
internally. Grace, her daughter, though 
badly injured, may survive. 
Tho father of the Greening family 
was found a quarter of a mile from the 
house badly mangled. 
Both arms and 
legs and back were broken and there is 
no chance for his recovery. 
Little Maggie and Jacob Greening 
were found 000 yards from where the 
house stood.
